prosecution on a kidnaping charge, 
G. E. Walters left Hope for Chicago 
on the 9:35 train Wednesday night 
after issuing a 
signed 
newspaper 


statement giving his side of the sen- 
sational affair at the Missouri Pa- 
cific station Friday night, October 12. 


Mr. Walters' statement, published 


by The Star under its policy of print- 
ing both sides of a case, follows: 


"Mrs. Crollar Walters deserted me 


in September 1933 and left California 
for the reason that an operation was 
to bo performed within two weeks 
after her arrival here, and return to 
California before Christmas with our 
child, but she used the hundred dol- 
lars I gave her for other purposes; 
and then she and her mother wrote 
asking me to send her money again 
to have the operation performed, in 
December 1933, and after receiving 
this hundred dollars she refused to 
have the operation 
and used the 


money for other purposes; then again 
in March 1934 she asked that I send 
her money for an operation again 
and so she sent a wire stating: "Have 
made arrangements to be operated on 
next Monday. Please send me ?100 to 
cover part of the expenses for my op, 
oration." 
(Which would have been 


March 9, 1934). 


"When she refused to have the op- 


eration or return to California with 
our child I filed suit for divorce on 
the grounds of desertion and ther 
made a trip here and she finally had 
the operation after my arrival at a 
later date, of which 1 also gave her 
more money for her operation, which 
amounts to (from September 1933 to 
March 1934) a total of 5672 which in- 
cludes different amounts during that 
time. 


"After the operation she agreed to 


return to California within six weeks 
which would have been some time in 
May 1934. Which, after regaining hci 
health to the extent of being able to 
travel, she refused to do. 


"When a woman deserts a husband 


in the state of California she auto- 
matically loses all her legal rights in 
the event of a divorce suit. 


"Arriving hero last Thursday after 


traveling thousands of miles I fount 
she refused to allow me to sec oui 
baby, Gary Louis Walters, until after 
I took the matter up with the police, 
and then they finally convinced her 
that they thought I should have a 
right to see my child, and so consent- 
ed, but would not allow me to take 
the child from the house, but when 1 
was leaving for Chicago October 12 
she with some of her friends brought 
the child down to the railroad to sec 
me off and just as the train was pull- 
ing out I said to the child "Kiss me as 
I have got to go," which he did—and 
remember, I hadn't seen him for* sev- 
eral months and didn't know when 1 
would get a chance to see him again 
and the child legally belonged to me 
and I was in Hope, Arkansas, for a 
night and day and only allowed to 
see him for not more 
than 
three 


hours at the moment I started off 
with him on the train. Until such a

Gold Revaluation Case Taken 


to America's Highest Court 


If U. S. Fails, Gold Bond Holders Would Collect $1.69 


in Currency for Every Dollar in Gold Claims 


WASHINGTON.—(XP(—Emphasizing that billions of dollars and •'perhaps 


even the financial stability of the national government" are involved in the 
question of the validity of the act suspending gold payments, the United 
States sought Wednesday to support this law by bringing to the supreme 
court a ease now pending in the Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals without 
waiting for that court to act on it. 


The case arouse out of the gold 


clause in bonds issued by the Si, 
in 


Loui.s, Iron 
Mountain & Southern 


railway, which is now in the hands of 
receivers. Some of the holders are 
demanding payment in gold or its 
equivalent in currency. 


The government emphasized that 


the matter is serious, because, should 
the gold clause be sustained, debtors 
would have to pay $1-69 in present 
lawful money for each $1 borrowed. 
This would arise from the fact that 
every dolar at present is backed by 


only 59.06 per cent as much gold as 
before the devaluation.

"I thought I was going to die," she 


said. 
He had slugged

snatching her from home Jas'l Wed- 
nesday for $50,000 ransom. Only 5500 
has been recovered so far as is known. 


Robinson who once worked for the 


Stoll Oil Company here, was said by 
United States District Attorney Thom- 
as J. Sparks to be liable to the death 
penalty under the Lindbergh law. As 
amended it authorizes execution when 
the victim is injured: 


Kidnaping and conspiracy . to kid- 


nap Mrs. S'toll, was charged jointly 
against the slender six-footer, whose 
lony, rambling, neatly typed ransom 
note expressed hatred of capitalists, 
his wife. Frances, and 
his 
father. 


Thomas Henry Robinson, Sr., of Nash- 
ville.

move to close revenue law loopholes, 
the Treasury was disclosed V/odnes- 
day to have notified around 100 cor- 
porations that they owe the govern- 
ment scores of millions of dollars in 
deficient taxes. 


A tax deticiency of $17,199,797 was 


shown to have been assessed against 
Fisher & Co., of Detroit, holding con- 
cern for investments of the six Fisher 
brothers, long powerful figures in the 
automobile industry.

Aiming particularly to curb alleged 


illegal transfer of profits to surplus to 
avoid surtax payments by stockhold- 
ers, the Treasury has levied on around 
five score other companies penalties of 
50 per cent of net income for the years 
concerned. 


Nearly 50 of the companies have 


replied, denying the allegations and in 
many instances challenging constitu- 
tionality of the penalty provision, con- 
tending it is an executive usurpation 
of judicial power.

Fall Vegetables Arc Distinctive.

In my time I've read poems about 


rosy-checked apples, emerald 
and 


scarlet peppers, purple egg-plant, fra- 
gile herbs, and most of the other pro- 
ducts of the garden, including the 
lowly potato, but I've- yet to find t 
poet who has seized upon the gooc 
homely, and not unbeautiful parsnip 
for inspiration. And I think the field 
is really a fertile one. 


It is not among poets alone tha 


this strange 
prejudice against the 


wholesome parsrtip Ipersists. Plenty 
of housewives turn away from it .witl 
scorn, or at least with indifercncc, and 
yet the faddiest man of my acquaint- 
tance (from a food point of view, any- 
way) declares that parsnips have a 
delicacy of flavor unsurpassed by an> 
other vegetable. 


His favorite recipe calls for scallop 


ing the parsnip \vith pineapple.

since this is vegetable day for us, lct'~ 
sce what we think of his favorite. 


Parsnips Scalloped With Pineapple 
Four good sized parsnips, 1 smal 


pineapple, % cup brown sugar, 1 tea 
spoon cinnamon, 2 tablespons butter, 
2 tablespoons flour, \k teaspoon salt, 
1 cup soup slock or water. 


Scrub and scrape parsnips. Parboil 


fifteen minutes and cut in rounds 
about >A inch thick. Cut pineapple in 
pieces of equal size and shape. Place 
in alternate layers in a buttered bak- 
ing dish, sprinkling each layer with 
brown sugar and cinnamon and dot- 
ting with butter and flour rubbed to- 
gether. Sprinkle with salt and pour 
in chicken stock or water. Bake in a

Fried Green Tomatoes 


The tomatoes must be 
firm 
and 


green clear through. Wash and cut 
out stem end. Cut in slices about 'A 
inch thick and drop into cold salt 
water. Two tablespoons salt to a cup 
of water is the proportion to use. Let 
stand one hour and drain. Roll in 
fine dried bread crumbs. Dip each 
slice in egg slightly beaten with 1 
tablespoon cold water and roll again 
in crumbs. Put three tablespoons but- 
ler or other shortening into a heavy 
iron frying pan and heat until sizzling 
hot. Put in tomato slices and cook 
=ix minutes until crisp and brown on 
one side. Then add another table- 
spoon butter and turn tomatoes. Cook 
•ibout five minutes until crisp and 
brown on this side. Serve very hot. 
The trick about cooking these tomato 
slices is to keep an even heat under 
the <pidcr that will crisp the coating 
without over-heating the butter. Make 
a cream gravy in the frying pan.

chances of recovering its loan would 
be materially decreased us would its 
railroad $5,000,000 claimed for unpaid 
taxes. 


The federal District Court at St. 


Louis sustained the act suspending 
gold payments, declaring it was im- 
possible in fact ami in law to make 
such payments. 


Solicitor General Biggs of the Jus- 


tice Department, in his nctiun, said 
the government in supporting the act 
suspending gold payments desired to 
have the railroad cuse considered by 
the supreme court when it hears oral 
arguments in a similar case by Nor- 
man C. Norman, holder of » Baltimore 
and Ohio gold bond, which the court 
has consented to review. 


Millions of Dollars Involved 


"Billions of dollars of government 


securities, more than $21,000,000,000 us 
of March 1, 11134, now outstanding are 
affected by the issue," Biggs said in 
his brief. 


"Billions of dollars in securities of 


railroads, 
industries, 
states, 
cities, 


etc., are likewise affected. Great num- 
bers of private citizens owe large sums 
of money evidenced by mortgages, 
notes and other obligations containing 
the so-called gold clause. 


"The total of all such gold clause 


obligations issued and outstanding in 
this country is estimated by respon- 
sible- persons r.t from $90,000,000.000 to 
$125,000.000,000. Tho solvency of many 
citizens, industries, and local govern- 
ments, perhaps even the financial sta- 
bility of the national government may 
be affected by the determination of 
this great issue. 


"Sucdntly the issue is this: Arc- old 


obligations' to be discharged at Ihe 
rate of S1.G9 for each dollar borrow- 
ed?" 


Plainly the government is appre- 


hensive of considerable trouble unless 
the cour tholds that obligations con- 
taining tho gold clause may be paid 
•at their face amount in present lawful 
currency. 


Biggs said that there are now pend- 


ing in the various federal courts ap- 
proximately 12 railroad reorganization 
proceedings and hundreds of corpor- 
ate 
reorganization 
proceedings. 
It 


would be impracticable, he said, to ef- 
fect final plans of reorganization while 
bondholders are demanding settlement 
in gold or its equivalent ancl their j 
right to do so remained undetermined 
by the supreme court.

State Fair at Shreveport.

and L. S. U. winning in 19312 1 to 0. 
Four games have been decided by the 
margin of a field (,'oal: three L. S. U. 
victories by 10 to 7 in 1921, 3 to 0 in 
1920. and 10 to 7 in 913; and the Razor- 
backs' 10 to 7 win in 1924. 


Arkansas leads in total points for
